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The   University   of   Manitoba 


The  University  of  Manitoba,  established  by  the  Act  of 
the  Local  Legislature  in  1877,  has  the  sole  power  of  con- 
ferring Degrees  in  Arts,  Law,  and  Medicine  in  the  Province 
of  Manitoba. 

Degrees  in  Divinity  may  be  granted  by  the  various 
Colleges  affiliated  with  the  University,  provided  that  all 
candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  not  gradu- 
ates of  this  or  any  other  University,  shall  have  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  on  the  subjects  of  the  First  and 
Second  Years  in  Arts  as  prescribed  by  the  University,  Greek 
being  compulsory;  and  such  Graduates  in  Divinity  have  in 
the  University  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  other 
Giaduates. 

The  Government  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
Chancellor,  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, 
and  a  Council  of  fifty-two  members,  composed  of  represen- 
tatives iri mi  each  of  the  affiliated  Colleges,  the  members  of 
<  '(invocation,  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Mani- 
toba, and  the  Provincial  Government.

(c)  Candidates  presenting  themselves  for  the  full  Examination  at 
one  time  shall  not  be  required  to  take  the  Elementary  papers  on  Latin, 
Greek,  French,  German  or  Icelandic  of  Part  I. 

Note  3.  Candidates  who  are  not  prepared  to  write  on  the  full 
Examination  may  offer  themselves  at  any  Regular  Examination  in  all

A  candidate  in  order  to  pass  in  any  paper  must  have  34 
per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  that  paper,  and  to  pass  the  whole 
examination,  and  be  placed  in  III  Class,  he  must  have  40  per 
cent,  on  the  aggregate  of  the  marks.  If  he  fail  to  obtain  40 
per  cent.,  he  shall  be  required  to  take  the  whole  examination 
again.

Tins  Examination  is  held  in  May  of  each  year,  commencing 
on  the  fourth  Monday,  and  in  September  commencing  on  the 
Third  Thursday.  The  Examination  in  May  is  held  in  the 
University  Building  and  at  Local  Centres  as  provided  for 
under  the  University  Rules  and  Regulations  ;  the  September 
Examination  is  held  at  the  University  Building  only. 

Note. — Students  passing  the  Matriculation  Examination 
may  obtain  from  the  Department  of  Education  for  Manitoba  a 
Second  Class  non-professional  Teacher's  Certificate,  upon 
passing  examinations  in  Book-keeping,  Agriculture.

II.  and  VII.  of  Mendelieffs  First  Table,  and  to  the  remaining 
elements  in  series  2  and  3.  In  the  treatment  of  the  subject 
the  Periodic  Law  will  be  kept  constantly  in  view. 

The  student  will  be  expected  to  know  the  formulae  of  the 
chief  compounds  of  the  above  elements,  and  the  salt-forming 
properties  of  their  oxides.  He  must  also  be  acquainted  with 
the  general  methods  of  preparing  acids  and  salts. 

In  addition  to  the  chemistry  of  the  elements  themselves, 
the  chemistry  of  the  following  compounds  will  be  treated  at 
more  or  less  length  : 

Water,  hydrogen  peroxide  ; 

The  oxides  of  carbon  ; 

Methane,  ethylene  and  acetylene — with  a  brief  reference  to 
the  classes  of  carbon  compounds  which  form  the  subject-matter 
of  organic  chemistry  ; 

Nitric  acid,  ammonia ; 

Phosphoretted  hydrogen  ; 

Sulphur  dioxide,  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  sulphuric  acid  ; 

Hydrochloric  acid. 

Questions  of  practical  every-day  importance,  such  as  com- 
bustion, respiration,  ventilation,  fermentation,  fertilizers,  etc., 
will  be  discussed,  but  matters  of  purely  technological  interest 
— such  as  metallurgical  operations — will  be  omitted.

The  following  are  the  requisites  for  proceeding  in  course 
to  admission  to  the  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master 
of  Surgery  : 

DOCTOR  OF  MEDICINE. 

1.  Having  presented  documentary  evidence  to  the  Regis- 
trar that  the  applicant  is  a  Bachelor  or  Doctor  of  Medicine  of 
some  recognized  University  in  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  or 

2.  Either  having  passed  : 

(a)  The  Matriculation  Examination  in  Arts  or  Medicine,  or 

the  examination  of  the  First  Year  in  Arts  of  this  University  ; 

(h)  The  Medical  Matriculation  Examination  of  a  University 

recognized  by  tin-  I  'niwrsity  of  Manitoba  ;  or, 

(c)  Having  presented  certificates  to  the  Registrar  of 
equivalent  or  higher  standing  in  some  recognized  University 
in  His  Majesty's  Dominions  ; 

and  having  complied  with  the 
other  requirements  hereinafter  specified. 


MATRICULATION     EXAMINATION. 

All    candidates    for    the    Matriculation    Examination   must 
take  the  following  fixed  subjects: 

1.  Latin. 

2.  Mathematics,  embracing  Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Euclid. 

3.  English. 

4.  History. 

5.  Botany.     (Spotton's  High  School  Botany, 

6.  Physics,  embracing  also  Sound,    bight,    Electricity   and 
Magnetism  (High  School   Physics  or  Gage's   Introduction  to 

Physical  Science). 
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In  the  case  of  Latin,  Mathematics,  English  and  History 
this  examination  shall  be  the  same  as  that  prescribed  for 
both  Parts  I.  and  II.  of  the  Arts  Matriculation  Examination, 
and  the  same  standard  shall  be  required  to  entitle  the 
candidate  to  pass.  The  Examination  may  also  be  taken  at 
one  time,  or  in  two  parts,  as  outlined  for  Matriculation  in 
Aits.     Botany  may  be  taken  in  Part  I. 

This  Matriculation  Examination  shall  be  held  twice  a  year, 
viz. :  in  May,  beginning  on  the  fourth  Monday,  and  in  Septem- 
ber beginning  on  the  third  Thursday.  There  shall  be  no  Sup- 
plemental Examination  granted  except  at  these  dates.  Onl}r 
Matriculated  Students  shall  be  allowed  to  present  themselves 
for  any  higher  examination  ;  provided  that  Candidates  who 
may  present  Teachers'  Certificates  not  covering  Latin  may 
as  Conditioned  Students  proceed  with  their  Course  with  the 
view  of  subsequently  obtaining  full  Matriculation  standing. 
Such  conditions  must  be  removed  before  the  commencement 
of  the  Second  Year. 

In  place  of  the  above  Matriculation  Examination  the  Uni- 
versity has  agreed  to  accept  the  Matriculation  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Ontario  ;  the  Medical  Students'  Registration  Certificate  of  the 
Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  the  non-pro- 
fessional Second-Class  Teachers'  Certificates  of  Manitoba, 
Ontario  and  the  North-West  Territories ;  also  the  Ontario 
High  School  Intermediate  and  Junior  Leaving  Examinations  ; 
except  that  the  Latin  and  the  compulsory  Natural  Science  of 
the  Matriculation  Examination  of  the  University  must  be 
taken  by  those  who  have  not  taken  these  subjects  in  the  said 
High  School  or  Teachers'  Examination. 

Holders  of  certificates  of  educational  value  from  other  in- 
stitutions than  those  mentioned,  will  receive  such  standing  as 
the  Council  of  the  University  may  see  fit  to  grant. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  any  University  in  His  Majesty's 
Dominions  is  admitted  to  the  study  of  medicine  without 
further  examination. 

After  fulfilling  the  requirements  in  reference  to  the  Matri- 
culation Examination,  the  candidate  shall  pass  four  examin- 
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ations  before  taking  the  degree,  viz. :  First,  Second,  Third  and 
Fourth  Year  Examinations.  Prior  to  presenting  himself  foi 
each  of  these  examinations,  he  shall  produce  sufficiently  certi- 
fied tickets,from  some  University,*  Jollegeor  School,  recognized 
by  the  University  of  Manitoba,  for  the  courses  of  lectures 
specified  hereinafter. 


FIRST  YEAR   EXAMINATION. 

The  student  must  produce  tickets  for  one  full  course  of  not 
less  than  75  lectures  each  (unless  otherwise  stated),  extending 
over  one  full  Winter  Session  of  eight  months,  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects,  viz. : 

1.  Anatomy. 

2.  Practical  Anatomy. 

3.  Physiology  (General  Principles). 

4.  Principles    of    Organic   and    [norganic    Chemistry    (60 
lectures). 

5.  Histology,  (25  lectures  of  two  hours  each,  with  laboratory 
practice.) 

On  these  tickets  being  accepted,  he  shall  be  required  to 
satisfy  the  examiners  on  the  following  portions  of  the  subjects 
named : — Anatomy  of  the  hours,  muscles  and  ligaments; 
Practical  Anatomy  to  the  same  extenl  ;  Physiology  of  dig 
tion,  circulation,  and  respiration;  the  full  course  of  [norganic 
Chemistry  and  of   Histology. 


SECOND  YEAR  EXAMINATION. 

The  student  must  produce  tickets  Tor  two  lull  courses  of  qo< 
less  than  75  lectures  each  (unless  otherwise  stated),  extending 
overtwo  full  Winter  Sessions  upoD  the  following  subjects,  viz.:

FOURTH  YEAR   EXAMINATION. 

Prior  to  a  student  presenting  himself  for  this  examination, 
he  must  lodge  with  the  Registrar  documentary  evidence  that 
he  is  of  the  full  age  of  21  years,  and  must  also  produce  tickets 
for  two  full  courses  of  not  less  than  75  lectures  each  (unless 
otherwise  stated),  in  the  following  subjects,  viz.: 

1.  Medicine. 

2.  Surgery. 

3.  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  children. 

4.  Clinical  Medicine  (two  courses  of  100  lectures  each). 
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5.  Clinical  Surgery  (two  courses  of  100  Lectures  each). 

6.  Clinical  Ophthalmology  and  Otology  (one  course  of  20 
lectures). 

7.  Gynecology  (two  courses  of  50  lectures  each). 

On  these  tickets  being  accepted,  lie  shall  he  required  to 
satisfy  the  Examiners  in  each  of  the  subjects  named. 

He  shall  also  furnish  documentary  evidence  of  attendance 
for  twenty-four  months  at  some  incorporated  General  Hos- 
pital, and  also  of  eight  months'  practice  in  a  Lying-in  Hospital, 
or  of  having  had  equivalent  obstetrical  advantages,  with  a 
certificate  of  attendance  upon  at  least  eight  cases  of  labor, 
and  also  a  certificate  of  having  had  three  months'  practice  com- 
pounding medicine  in  a  drug  store  or  laboratory  of  a 
hospital,  or  of  having  attended  twenty  lectures  in  Practical 
Pharmacy  at  some  Met lical  College  or  School,  recognizee  1  by 
the  University  of  Manitoba. 

The  tickets  (except  the  General  Hospital  ticket)  for  exam- 
ination must  all  be  for  attendance  subsequent  to  the  date 
when  the  candidate  presenting  them  should  have  gone  up  for 
his  Second  Year  Examination,  and  must  extend  over  two  full 

Winter  Sessions  of  eiedit  months  each. 


In  the  case  of  any  student  from  another  University  taking 
ad  Eundem  Statwm  in  this  University,  it  shall  lie  at  the 
option  of  the  Board  of  Studies  to  admit  such  ;i  student,  even 
although  his  tickets  may  a  inflict  with  the  f'<  »reg<  ting  regulatii  ms, 
but  no  student  from  another  University  can  be  admitted  to 
the  Fourth  Year  Examination  unless  he  has  attended  our  full 
eight  months'  Winter  Session,  taking  out  all  the  Fourth  Year 
tickets  of  a  Medical  School  in  this  Province  affiliated  with 
this    University. 

When  a  student  is  ;i  graduate  in  Arts  of  any  recognized 
University  in  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  he  may  complete  his 
medical  couise  in  three  Winter  Sessions  of  eighi  months  each, 
ami  shall  not  be  compelled  to  produce  a  ticket  for  [norganic 
Chemistry,  or  to  pass  an  examination  in  [norganic  Chemistry 
of  the  First   Year,  provided   lie   shall  satisfy    the    Board    of 
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Studies  that  he  has  already  passed  on  such  subject  in  his 
course  in  Arts.  The  tickets  of  such  student  in  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Pathology, 
and  Sanitary  Science,  must  all  be  for  attendance  subse- 
quent to  the  end  of  his  first  full  Winter  Session  at  College. 
Honor  graduates  in  Natural  Science  shall  not  be  required  to 
present  tickets,  or  pass  an  examination  in  Chemistry  or 
Practical  Chemistry. 

A  graduate  in  Arts  may  take  either  his  second  year  and 
third  year,  or  his  third  year  and  fourth  year  examinations  at 
the  same  time. 

By  sufficiently  certified  tickets  referred  to  in  this  Statute, 
it  is  meant  that  each  ticket  shall  have  entered  upon  it  the 
number  of  lectures  delivered  on  the  subject,  and  the  exact 
number  of  lectures  attended  by  the  student,  and  that  each 
ticket  shall  be  signed  by  the  professor,  and  further  that  the 
student  presenting  the  ticket  shall  have  actually  attended 
three-fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  lectures  delivered  on  the 
subject.  Such  tickets  must  be  lodged  with  the  Registrar 
by  the  candidate,  at  least  five  days  before  the  beginning  of 
the  examination  for  which  he  intends  presenting  himself. 

Each  lecture  (unless  otherwise  stated)  shall  be  of  one 
hour's  duration,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  not  more  than  one 
lecture  on  each  subject  shall  be  delivered  on  each  separate  day 


In  the  case  of  Candidates  for  License  to  practice  medicine, 
their  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  for  Manitoba,  and  on  that  body  giving  a  satis- 
factory certificate  as  to  the  education  and  practical  training 
of  such  candidates,  they  shall  be  admitted  to  the  regular 
examinations  in  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  of  the  Third 
Year,  and  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  Fourth  Year. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  who  desire  to  practice  the  Homoeo- 
pathic system,  special  Examiners  shall  be  appointed  in  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics. 
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There  shall  be  one  paper  for  Pass  and  Honors  in  each  sub- 
ject, and  the  total  value  of  each  paper  shall  be  one  hundred 
'marks.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  each  subject  shall  be 
required  to  satisfy  the  Examiners. 

The  examinations  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  be  written. 

To  obtain  Honors  in  each  subject,  or  in  the  whole  examina- 
tion, of  any  year,  a  candidate  must  obtain  67  per  cent,  of  the 
marks  given  in  each  subject,  or  of  the  total  marks  given  for 
the  examination  of  the  year. 

Supplemental  Examinations  in  the  First,  Second,  Third  and 
Fourth  Years  in  Medicine  will  be  allowed  to  those  students 
who  fail  in  not  more  than  two  subjects.  Such  supplemental 
examinations  will  be  allowed  only  at  the  time  of  the  Regular 
Examinations  in  Medicine,  and  must  be  taken  as  provided 
in  the  case  of  Conditioned  Students  in  Arts,  that  is  : 

(a)  Supplemental  Examinations  of  the  First  Year  must 
be  taken  before  the  commencement  of  the  Third  Year. 

(b)  Supplemental  Examinations  of  the  Second  Year 
must  be  taken  before  the  commencement  of  the  Fourth 
Year. 

Students  of  the  Fourth  Year  and  Candidates  for  License 
who  have  failed  in  only  one  subject,  will  be  granted  a  Supple- 
mental Examination  in  the  fall,  at  the  time  of  tin-  n-ular 
Supplemental  Examinations. 

The  Examiners  in  Medicine  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Council  on   the  nomination   of   the    Board   of    Studies. 

All  Degrees  in  Medicine  shall  be  conferred  by  the  Council 
at  its  regular  meetings  or  at  meetings  specially  called  for 
that  purpose.

The  additional  qualification  to   that  required  Bor  the  M.  1 ».

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Operative   Surgery  and  to  write  a  Thesis,  in   the   presence  of 
the  Examiners,  on  some  assigned  subject  in  Surgery. 

The  candidate  must   obtain  75  per  cent,  of  the  total  marks 
in  this  examination  in  order  to  secure  the  C.  M.  degree.

Dominions  ;  or, 

2.  Havingpassed  the  Matriculation  Examination  hereinafter 

mentioned,  or  having  presented  documentary  evidence  to  the 
Registrar  that  the  applicant  has  passed  the  Primary  and  First 
Intermediate  Examinations  of  the  Law  Society  of  Manitoba; 
and 

(a)  Being  of  the  standing  of  three  years  from  the  time  of 
passing  the  Matriculation  Examination  : 

(b)  Having  passed  in  each  of  those  years  the  subjects  here- 
inafter laid  down  for  examination;

Regulations. 


REGISTRATION 

All  Undergraduates  in  Arts  a  ml  Medicine  in  attendance 
at  the  various  Colleges  shall  register  with  the  Registrar  of 
the   University  within  two  weeks  after  entering  College. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

The  Regidar  University  Exam  motions for  Undergraduates 
in  Arts  and  Low,  begin  on  the  third  Monday  in  April ;  in 
Medicine,  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  in  each  year. 

The  Examination  for  Matriculation  in  all  Faculties  are 
held  twice  in  each  year,  beginning  on  the  fourth  Monday  in 
May  and  on  the  third  Thursday  in  September. 

The  Examination  in  May  is  held  in  the  University 
Building,  and,  providing  that  at  least  six  Candidates  apply 
for  Examination,  at  the  following  Centres  in  connection  with 
the  Collegiate  Institute,  High,  or  Public  School,  as  the  case 
may  be  : 

Portage-la-Prairie,  Brandon,  Regina,  Calgary,  Edmonton, 
Prince  Albert,  Vancouver,  and  Victoria. 

The    September   Examination    is    held    at    the    University 

Building  only. 

Application  for  a  Local  Examination  shall  be  made  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  University  by  the  Trustees  or  other  autho- 
rities of  said  Collegiate  [nstitutes,  Sigh,  or  Public  Schools  at 
least  six  weeks  before  the  date  of  Examination  in  each  year. 

Supplemental  Examinations  begin  on  the  third  Thursday  in 
September  in  each  year  and  except  as  otherwise  provided) 
shall  be  allowed  to  those  students  who  fail  in  do!  more  than 
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three  subjects,  provided  that  their  average  on  the  whole 
Examination  is  such  as  will  admit  of  their  being  granted 
Third  Class  Standing,  viz : 

(a)  For  Matriculation,  40  per  cent. 

(b)  For  Arts,  40  per  cent. 

(c)  For  Law,  50  per  cent. 

Students  who  fail  in  more  than  three  subjects,  or  who  do 
not  obtain  at  least  Third  Class  Standing  in  the  total  marks  of 
any  University  Examination,  shall  be  required  to  again  take 
the  full  work  of  the  year  at  the  regular  examination. 

In  all  cases,  students  who  are  entitled  to  Supplemental  Ex- 
aminations, and  who  fail  to  present  themselves  at  the  first 
regular  Supplemental  Examination,  must,  if  they  present 
themselves  at  a  later  date,  comply  with  any  changes  which 
may  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum  in  the  meantime. 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  must,  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  date  of  the  Examination,  make  suitable  application 
to  the  Registrar,  from  whom  blank  forms  of  application 
may  be  obtained.  The  required  fee  must  accompany  the 
application. 

No  Student  in  Arts  who  has  registered  as  a  Student  for 
any  University  Examination  with  an  affiliated  college  shall  be 
entitled  to  present  himself  at  any  University  Examination 
within  the  academic  year  in  which  he  has  so  registered 
without  the  written  consent  and  approval  of  the  head  or 
acting  head  of  the  College  in  which  he  so  registered. 

No  one  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  as  a  non- 
collegiate  Student  at  any  University  Examination  in  Arts 
above  the  Matriculation  without  giving  notice  to  the 
Registrar  at  least  six  months  before  such  University  Exami- 
nation, and  without  receiving  permission  from  the  Board  of 
Studies  to  appear  as  a  non-collegiate  Student. 

Every  non-collegiate  candidate  at  any  Examination  shall, 
along  with  his  application  for  examination,  forward  to  the 
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Registrar  a  Certificate  from  some  clergyman  or  other  trust- 
worthy person,  that  the  candidate  is  of  good  moral  character. 

All  examination  papers  are  three  hour  papers. 


CONDITIONED  STUDENTS. 

Candidates  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  who  have  failed  in  not 
more  than  two  subjects  at  the  Matriculation,  the  First  or  the 
Second  Year  Examinations,  and  Candidates  for  Matriculation 
into  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  who  may  present  Teachers' 
Certificates  not  covering  Latin,  and  who  have  presented  them- 
selves at  the  next  ensuing  examination  and  have  again 
failed,  may  as  Conditioned  Students,  proceed  with  their 
Course  with  the  view  of  subsequently  obtaining  full  stand- 
ing in  their  year.  Provided  always  that  no  Student  be 
allowed  to  have  more  than  three  Conditions  registered 
against  him  at  any  one  time. 

Such  conditions  must  be  removed  as  follows : — 

(a)  Matriculation  conditions  before  the  commencement  of 
the  Second  Year. 

(b)  First  Year  Conditions  before  the  commencement  of  the 
Third  Year. 

(c)  Second  Year  conditions  befoie  the  commencement  of 
the  Fourth  Year. 


EQUIVALENT  EXAMINATIONS 

1.  The  following  Examinations  shall  be  accepted  pro  tanto 
by  the  University,  in  so  far  as  the  subjects  and  standing  are, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Studies,  the  same  as,  or 
equivalent  to,  those  required  by  the  University— but  candid- 
ates offering  certificates  of  having  passed  such  Examinations 
will  be  required  to  make  good  their  standing  by  passing  in 
such  subject  or  subjects  not  covered  by  their  certificates,  as 
may  in  the  opinion' of  the  Board  be  necessary  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Examination  for  which  Buch  certificates  are 
presented  : 
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(a)  Second  and  First  Class  Teachers'  Examinations  for 
Manitoba. 

(b)  Second  and  First  Class  Teachers'  Examinations  for  the 
North  West  Tenitories. 

(c)  Second  and  First  Class  Teachers'  Examinations  and 
the  Junior  and  Senior  Leaving  Examinations  for  Ontario. 

2.  (a)  Second  Class  and  Junior  Leaving  Certificates  shall 
be  accepted  pro  tanto  for  subjects  of  any  Matriculation 
Examination. 

(b)  First  Class  and   Senior  Leaving  Certificates  shall  be 
accepted   pro    tanto   for    subjects    of  the  First  Year  in  Arts. 

3.  Provincial  or  Departmental  Certificates  for  any  other 
Provinces  of  the  Dominion  shall  be  granted  such  pro  tanto 
standing  as  the  Board  of  Studies  may  from  time  to  time 
recommend. 

4.  Candidates  presenting  pro  tanto  certificates  must  at- 
tempt to  pass  at  one  time  in  all  the  subjects  necessary  to  the 
completion  of  the  entire  Examination. 


ADMISSION  "AD  EUNDEM  STATTJM"  AND 
"  AD  EUNDEM  GRADUM." 

Members  of  any  other  University  in  His  Majesty's  Domin- 
ions, who  may  apply  for  admission  to  this  University,  are  not 
required  to  take  the  Entrance  Examination  of  the  Faculty  to 
which  they  belong,  but  may  be  admitted,  ad  eundem  statum 
or  ad  eundem  gradum,  on  presentation  of  their  credentials, 
and  payment  of  the  required  fee. 


SCHOLARSHIPS,  PRIZES,  ETC. 

The  Prizes  and  Scholarships  hereinafter  mentioned,  are 
provided  from  the  endowment  fund  presented  to  the  Univers- 
ity in  accordance  with  the  Will  of  the  late  Dr.  A.  K.  lsbister. 
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1.  Prizes  shall  be  awarded  to  pupils  of  any  school  in  the 
Province  as  follows  : 

(a)  These  prizes,  to  be  called  Isbister  Prizes,  shall  be  five 
in  number,  of  the  value  of  twenty  dollars  each,  and  shall  be 
awarded  on  the  aggregate  of  the  marks  of  all  papers  on  the 
fixed  subjects  of  Part  I  of  the  Matriculation  Examination  in 
Arts  of  the  University  of  Manitoba. 

One  of  these  prizes  shall  be  awarded  to  French-speaking 
students. 

(6)  Any  successful  candidate  for  these  prizes  must  send  in 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  University  a  certificate  of  his  having 
been  in  attendance  at  a  public  or  private  school,  not  being  an 
affiliated  College,  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  preceding  school  year. 

2.  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  to  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  follows  : 

(a)  At  Part  II  of  tie-  MATRICULATION  Examination,  four 
scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each  shall  be  awarded  on  the 
Latin  and  Mathematical  papers  of  the  examination. 

Two  scholarships  of  forty  dollars  each  shall  be  awarded  to 
English-speaking  students  on  English,  and  one  scholarship  of 
forty  dollars  to  French-speaking  students  on  French. 

One  scholarship  of  thirty  dollars  shall  be  awarded  on 
Greek. 

One  scholarship  of  thirty  dollars  on  the  French  and  German 
papers  of  th»'  course  for  English-speaking  students  of  the 
examination. 

The  successful  candidate  for  a  echolarship  in  this  examina- 
tion must  pass  in  each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  of 
him  other  than  those  in  which  he  takes  a  scholarship  in  said 
examination,  and  must  obtain  ."><>  per  cent  of  the  aggregate 
marks  of  Ins  whole  examination. 

(6)  At  the  Examination  of  the  First  Yeab  in  Arts,  four 
scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each  shall  be  awarded  od  the 
Latin  and  Mathematical  papers  of  the  examination.

English-speaking     students     0D     tie'     papers    in    English,   and 

one* scholarship  of  forty  dollars  to   French-speaking  students 
on  the  papers  in  French. 
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One  scholarship  of  forty  dollars  on  the  Greek  papers  of  the 
examination. 

One  scholarship  of  forty  dollars  on  the  French  papers  of  the 
course  of  English-speaking  students  of  the  examination. 

One  scholarship  of  forty  dollars  on  the  German  papers  of 
the  course  of  English-speaking  students  of  the  examination. 

One  scholarship  of  forty  dollars  on  the  paper  on  Biology. 

One  prize  of  twenty  dollars  on  the  papers  in  Icelandic. 

The  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship  in  this  examina- 
tion must  pass  in  each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  of 
him  other  than  those  in  which  he  takes  a  scholarship  in  said 
examination,  and  must  obtain  50  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate 
marks  of  his  whole  examination. 

(c)  At  the  Examination  of  the  Second  Year  in  Arts,  four 
scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each  shall  be  awarded  to  English- 
speaking  students  on  the  English,  Philosophy,  and  Latin 
papers  of  the  Examination,  and  one  scholarship  of  sixty  dollars 
to  French-speaking  students  on  the  French,  Philosophy,  and 
Latiu  papers  of  the  examination. 

One  scholarship  of  forty  dollars  shall  be  awarded  on  each 
of  the  following  subjects  of  the  examination  : — 

Greek,  English,  French  (for  English-speaking  students), 
Eno-lish  (for  French-speaking  students),  German,  Mathema- 
tics, Chemistry. 

One  prize  of  twenty  dollars  on  the  papers  in  Icelandic. 

The  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship  in  this  Examina- 
tion must  pass  in  each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  of 
him  other  than  those  in  which  he  takes  a  scholarship  in  said 
Examination,  and  must  obtain  50  per  cent  of  the  aggregate 
marks  of  his  whole  examination. 

(d)  At  the  Examination  of  the  Third  Year  in  Arts,  one 
scholarship  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  one  of  seventy-five 
dollars  shall  be  awarded  on  the  papers  of  said  Examination  in 
each  of  the  following  courses:  (1)  Classics,  (2)  Mathematics, 
(3)  Natural  Science,  (4)  Philosophy  (English),  (5)  Philosophy 
(Latin),  (6)  Modern  Languages,  (7)  General  B.A.  Course.  The 
mode  of  payment  of  the  scholarships  awarded  at  the  Third 
Year  Examinations  shall  be  as  follows :  One  moiety  of  the 
scholarship  shall  be  paid  in  December  of  the  Fourth  Year, 
and  the  second  moiety  on  the  third  Thursday  in  May  of  the 
Fourth  Year ;  but  this  second  portion  shall  not  be  paid  unless 
the  holder  of  the  scholarship  obtain  first-class  in  his  Final 
Examination. 
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(e)  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  at  the  examination  of 
the  First,  Second  and  Third  years  of  the  course  for  M.D. 
In  each  of  the  three  years  of  the  course  there  shall  be  award- 
ed two  scholarships  of  eighty  dollars  and  fifty  dollars,  re- 
spectively. The  mode  of  payment  of  the  scholarships  award- 
ed at  the  Third  Year  examination  shall  he  as  follows  :  One 
moiety  of  the  scholarship  shall  he  paid  in  December  of  the 
Final  Year  and  the  second  moiety  on  the  first  Thursday  of 
June  of  the  Final  Year;  hut  the  latter  portion  shall  not  he 
paid  unless  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  obtain  first-class 
in  his  Final  Examination. 

3.  On  certification  by  the  Chancellor  and  the  Registrar  or 
other  person  authorized  by  the  Council,  the  several  scholar- 
ships shall  be  paid  by  the  Bursar  of  the  University  to  the 
Bursar  or  Treasurer  of  each  College,  in  moieties,  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  December  and  May,  except  in  cases 
specially  provided  for   in  clause  two,  sub-sections  (d)  and  (e). 

4.  (a)  In  the  case  of  undergraduates  the  University  re- 
quires before  payment  of  the  first  moiety  of  the  scholarships 
a  certificate  from  the  Head   or   Acting    Head   of  the   College 

that  the  student's  attendance  has  I o   satisfactory    up  to  the 

8th  day  of  December,  and  before  the  payment  of  tin-  second 
moiety  a  similar  certificate  that  the  student's  attendance  has 
been  satisfactory  from  . January  up  to  the  beginning  of  May. 
And  it  is  declared  that  the  attendance  at  the  I  lollege  to  be  re- 
quired of  a  student  shall  hi'  actual  attendance  for  tin-  full 
term  of  such  college,  except  in  so  far  as  non-attendan©  Eor  a 
limited  period  by  any  particular  student,  may  be  excused  by 
the  college  authorities  on  tic  ground  of  ill  health  or  other 
proper  reason^. 

(!>)  Should  the  conditions  in  this  section  as  to  certification 
of  a  scholarship  nol  be  fulfilled  during  the  two  years  imme- 
diately following  the  date  of  the   taking  of  the  scholarship, 

the  scholarship  shall   lapse. 

5.  A  student  shall  not  he  qualified  to  hold  ;i  scholarship 
unless  he  be  placed  in  the  firsl  cla  in  the  aggregate  of  the 
subjects  for  which  the  scholarship  is  given,  and  unless  he  has 
passed  in  all  the  subjects  required. 
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6.  The  values  stated  for  the  scholarships  are  the  maximum 
values  which  the  scholarships  shall  not  exceed.  If  the  funds 
do  not  allow  of  the  scholarships  being  of  such  maximum 
value,  then  they  shall  be  proportionally  of  such  value  as  the 
funds  will  allow. 

7.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  scholarship.  If  a 
student  succeeds  in  gaining  more  than  one  scholarship  in  any 
year,  he  will  be  allowed  to  choose  which  one  he  will  take, 
and  his  name  will  be  entered  upon  the  list  as  having  gained 
the  other,  though  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  funds ;  and  such 
other  scholarship  shall  be  granted  to  the  one  ranking  next 
to  him. 


DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  at  Graduating  shall  state  the  standing  obtained 
by  a  student  in  his  course,  whether  First  Class  Honor  stand- 
ing, Second  Class  Honor  standing,  or  ordinar}'  standing.

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B. — UNIVERSITY    MEDALS. 

1.  A  Silver  Medal  shall  be  awarded  annually  to  tin- 
Student  obtaining  the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  each 
Course  in  Arts  at  the  Final  Examination,  and  to  the 
Student  obtaining  the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  the  Final 
Examination  in  the  LL.B.  Course,  and  to  the  student  obtain- 
ing the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  the  Final  Year 
Examination  in  the  Course  in  Medicine. 

2.  A  Bronze  Medal  shall  be  awarded  annually  to  the 
Student  standing  second  in  order  of  merit  in  each  course  in 
Arts  at  the  Final  Examination,  provided  his  standing  also 
be  First-Class,  and  to  the  Student  standing  second  in 
order  of  merit  in  the  Final  Examination  of  the  LL.B.  Course, 
provided  his  standing  be  First-Class,  and  to  the  student  stand- 
ing second  in  order  of  merit  in  the  Fourth  Year  Examination 
indhe  Course  in  Medicine,  provided  his  standing  be  first-class. 


THE   RHODES'    SCHOLARSHIPS. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Hon.  Cecil  John  Rhodes  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  endowment  of  over  two  hundred  scholar- 
ships in  the  Colleges  of  the  University  of  <  >xford  to  be  given 
to  young  men  in  the  British  Colonies,  the  United  States  and 
Germany. 

The  value  of  each  scholarship  is  £300  yearly,  tenable  for 
three  years. 

The  Scholarships  allotted  to  Canada  b>  the  terms  of  the 
will  were  to  be  given  to  (  Intario  and  Quebec  only.  The  Trus 
tees,  however,  recognizing  the  manifest  oversight  have  since 
decided  to  grant  the  privilege  to  all  the  Provinces  of  the 
Dominion.  Manitoba  will  hence  have  the  appointment  of  "tie 
scholar  each  year. 

For  the  information  of  prospective  candidates  the  follow- 
ing extracts  from  Mr.  Rhodes'  will  are  given: 

EXTRACTS  FROM   THE  WILL  OF  Till'.   RIGHT 
HON.  CECIL  JOHN'    RH<  >DES. 

Whereas,  I  consider  that  the  education  of  young  Colonists 
at  one  of  the  Universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  of  great 
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advantage  to  them  for  giving  breadth  to  their  views,  for  their 
instruction  in  life  and  manners,  and  for  instilling  into  their 
minds  the  advantage  to  the  Colonies  as  well  as  to  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  retention  of  the  Unity  of  the  Empire,  and 

Whereas,  in  the  case  of  young  Colonists  studying  at  a  Uni- 
versity in  the  United  Kingdom  1  attach  very  great  importance 
to  the  University  having  a  residential  system  such  as  in  force 
at  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  for  without  it 
those  students  are  at  the  most  critical  period  of  their  lives  left 
without  any  supervision,  and  whereas  there  are  at  the  present 
time  fifty  or  more  students  from  South  Africa  studying  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  many  of  whom  are  attracted  there 
by  its  excellent  medical  school,  and  I  should  like  to  establish 
some  of  the  scholarships  hereinafter  mentioned  in  that   Uni- 
versity, but  owing  to  its  not  having  such  a  residential  system 
as  aforesaid,   I   feel  obliged  to   refrain   from  doing   so;   and 
whereas  my  own  University,  the  University  of  Oxford,  has 
such  a  system,  and  I  suggest  that  it  should  try  and  extend  its 
scope  so  as  if  possible  to  make  its  medical  school  at  least  as 
good  as  that  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  whereas  I 
also  desire  to  encourage  and  foster  an  appreciation  of  the  ad- 
vantages which  I  implicitly  believe  will  result  from  the  union 
of  the  English-speaking  peoples  throughout  the  world  and  to 
encourage  in  the  students  from  the  United  States  of   North 
America  who  will  benefit  from  the  American  Scholarships  to 
be  established  for  the  reason  above  given  at  the  University 
of  Oxford  under  this  my  will,  an  attachment  to  the  country 
from  which  they  have  sprung,  but  without,  I  hope,  withdraw- 
ing them  or  their  sympathies  from  the  land  of  their  adoption 
or  birth :    Now,  therefore,  I  direct  my  Trustees  as  soon  as  may 
be  after  my  death,  and  either  simultaneously  or  gradually,  as 
they  shall  find  convenient,  and  if  gradually  then  in  such  order 
as  they  shall  think  fit  to  establish  for  male  students  the  Scholar- 
ships hereinafter  directed  to  be  established,  each  of  which  shall 
be  of  the  yearly  value  of  £300  and  be  tenable  at  any  College 
in  the  University  of  Oxford  for  three  consecutive  academical 
years. 

My  desire  being  that  the  students  who  shall  be  elected  to 
the  Scholarships  shall  not  be  merely  bookworms,  I  direct  that 
in  the  election  of  a  student  to  a  scholarship  regard  shall  be  had 
to  (1)  his  literary  and  scholastic  attainments;  (2)  his  fond- 
ness of  and  success  in  manly  outdoor  sports,  such  as  cricket, 
football  and  the    like;     (3)   his  qualities  of  manhood,  truth, 
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courage,  devotion  to  duty,  sympathy  lor  the  protection  of  the 
weak,   kindliness,   unselfishness   and   felowship;   and    (4)    his 
exhibition  during  school  days  of  moral  force  of  character  and 
of  instincts  to  lead  and  to  take  an  interest  in  his  schoolmati 
for  those  latter  attributes  will  be  likely  in  after  life  to  guide 
him  to  esteem  the  performance  of  public  duties  as  his  high 
aim.    As  mere  suggestions  for  the  guidance  of  those  who  will 
have  the  choice  of  students  for  the  scholarships  I  record  that 
(1)  my  ideal  qualified  student  would  combine  these  four  qual- 
ifications in  the  proportions  of  three-tenths  for  the  first,  two- 
tenths  for  the  second,  three-tenths  for  the  third,  and  two-tenths 
for  the  fourth  qualifications,  so  that  according  to  my  ideas  if 
the  maximum  number  of  marks  for  any  Scholarship  we're  200 
they  would  be  apportioned  as  follows :    60  to  each  of  the  first 
and  third  qualifications  and  40  to  each  of  the  second  and  fourth 
qualifications;    (2)    the  marks  of    the    several    qualifications 
would  be  awarded  independently  as  follows   ( that  is  to  say  ) 
the  marks  for  the  first  qualification  by  examination,  for  the 
second  and  third  qualification    respectively   by   ballot   by   the 
fellow-students  of  the  candidates,  and  for  the  fourth  qualifi- 
cation by  the  head  master  of  the  candidate's  school  ;  and   1  3  | 
the  results  of  the  awards   (that  is  to  say  the  marks  obtained 
by  each  candidate  for  each  qualification  )  would  be  sent  as  soon 
as  possible  for  consideration  to  the  trustees  or  to  some  person 
or  persons  appointed  to  receive  the  same  and  the  person  or 
persons  so  appointed  would  ascertain  by  averaging  the  marks 
in  blocks  of  20  marks  each  of  all  candidates    the    besl    ideal 
qualified  students. 

No  student  shall  be  qualified  or  disqualify  d  E01  n  to 

a  scholarship  on  account  of  his  race  or  religious  opinions.  The 
election  to  scholarships  shall  be  by  the  trustees  aft.  r  Mich  (it 
any)  consultation  as  they  shall  think  fit  with  the  minister  hav- 
ing the  control  of  education  in  such  colony,  province,  >tate  or 
territory. 

A  qualified  student  who  has  ben  elected  as  aforesaid  shall 
within  six  calendar  months  after  his  election  or  as  soon  th 
after  as  he  can  be  admitted  into  residence,  or  within  such 
tended  time  as  my  trustees  shall  allow,  commence  residence  as 
an  undergraduate  at  some  college  in  the  1  iniversit)  of  I  >xford. 

The  Scholarships  shall  be  payable  to  him    from   the  time 
when  he  shall  commence  such  residence. 
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The  trustees  are  the  Earl  of  Roseberry,  Earl  Grey,  Lord 
Milner,  Mr.  Alfred  Beit,  Dr.  Leander  Starr  Jameson,  Mr. 
Lewis  Lloyd  Mitchell  and  Mr.  Bourchier  Francis  Hawksley. 


The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  will  which  relate  to 
Scholarships  were  brought  in  June,  1902,  by  the  Trustees,  act- 
ing through  Lord  Strathcona  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Canada,  to  the  attention  of  the  Provincial  Governments  with 
the  view  of  eliciting  from  each  their  opinions  with  respect  to 
the  methods  of  appointment  of  scholars. 

The  Manitoba  Government  being  apparently  of  the  opinion 
that  such  a  matter  should  be  entirely  free  from  any  political 
tinge  have  recommended  that  the  choice  of  candidates  be  left 
to  the  University  of  Manitoba. 

In  February,  1903,  at  the  instance  of  Sir  Daniel  Hunter 
McMillan,  Lieutenant  Governor  for  Manitoba,  a  conference 
was  held  in  the  Legislative  Building,  Winnipeg,  with  Dr. 
George  R.  Parkin,  C.M.G.,  the  Commissioner  appointed  by 
the  Trustees  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  properly 
carrying  out  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  the  testamentary 
disposition  of  Mr.  Rhodes. 

At  this  conference,  in  addition  to  Dr.  Parkin,  there  were 
present :  The  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Registrar  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  Principals  of  the  various  affiliated  Colleges,  and  of 
the  City  Normal  School,  the  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Schools,  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department  of  Education. 

After  prolonged  discussion  the  following  resolutions  were 
passed  for  submission  through  Dr.  Parkin  to  the  Trustees : — 

1.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for  nomination  to  a  Scholarship, 
candidates 

(a)  Must  be  British  subjects; 

(b)  Must  have  spent  four  years  in  Manitoba  Educational 

Institutions,  two  at  least  of  which  must  have  been 
as  registered  Undergraduates  of  the  University  of 
Manitoba. 

(c)  Must  not  be  less  than  nineteen  nor  more  than  twenty- 

five  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  writing,  and  un- 
married. 
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2.  The  selection  of  candidates  shall  be  made  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  University 
of  Manitoba. 


These  resolutions  are  now  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Trus 
tees,  and  cannot  come  into  effect  until  approved  by  them.    As 
they  are,  however,  essentially  similar  to  those  adopted  by  the 
Educational  Authorities  of  other  Provinces,  it  is  highly  prob- 
able that  they  may  prove  acceptable. 

It  might  further  be  mentioned  for  the  guidance  of  prospec- 
tive Candidates,  that  the  University  of  Oxford  will  require  of 
each  Candidate  that  he  be  able  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  Responsioxs.  the  first  of  the  three  examinations 
required  of  all  candidates  proceeding  to  a  degree  at  I  Ixford. 
This  examination  at  present  presupposes  a  knowledge  of 
Greek. 

Full  information  as  to  the  time  of  holding  this  examination, 
the  subjects  to  be  taken  and  the  books  in  which  they  ma\  be 
studied,  will  be  found  officially  stated  in  the  Kxamination 
Statutes,  published  annually  by  the  University  in  Trinity  Term, 
to  be  obtained  through  the  Oxford  University  Press,  or  91-93 
Fifth  Avenue,  New  York.

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  M.A.  degree  : 

1.  The  candidate  must  be  : 

(a)  A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Manitoba  of 
at  least  three  years'  standing,  or 

(b)  An  Ad  eiindem  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  University  of 
Manitoba  of  at  least  three  years'  standing  in  his  own 
University. 

2.  He  must  prepare,  and  submit  to  the  Board  of  Studies,  a 
thesis  on  some  literary  or  scientific  subject  under  the  following 
rules : 

(a)  The  subject  of  the  thesis  must  first  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Studies  for  approval. 

(6)  No  paper  previously  read  before  any  association,  or 
which  may  have  been  published  in  any  way,  shall  be  accepted 
as  a  thesis. 

(c)  The  thesis,  if  accepted,  becomes  the  property  of  the 
University. 

(d)  At  least  six  t}^pe- written  or  printed  copies  of  the  thesis 
must  be  forwarded  to  the  Registrar,  together  with  the  Degree 
fee,  not  later  than  the  1st  of  February  of  the  year  in  which 
the  degree  may  be  granted.
